rangers was defeated 88 to 45 af- 
ter their operations were alter- 
nately attacked and defended.

KANSAS CITY, April 11. 


(/P)—Dust drifts and human 
misery increased today 
in 


the plains area as new silt 
laden winds blew from the 
northwest. 


A. M. Hamrick, federal 


meteorologist 
here, could 


see little hope for cessation of the 
dust plague to the west and the 
southwest, but there were reports 
of fine rains north and northeast 
of here. 


The northern boarder of Kan- 
sas and the approximate center 
of the state apparently 
formed 


the dividing line for the dust with 
western Kansas, eastern Colorado 
and Wyoming, western parts of 
Oklahoma, virtually all of Texas 
and parts of New Mexico bear- 
ing the brunt of the storm. 


Dust that crossed the Missouri- 
Kansas border last night swirled 
over St. Louis this morning and 
on eastward across the Mississip- 
pi, but northern Missouri, all of 
Iowa, and the states to the north, 
eastern Nebraska, Illinois and In- 
diana had rains of varying inten- 
sity.

Before adjournment of the gen- 
eral sessions, the conference agreed 
on five broad principles: 
1. The farmer must receive ben-

2. The tariff benefits are highly 


unequal; the farm'ers have been 
forced to buy in a protected mar- 
ket and sell In an open market. 


3. The farmer should have some 


kind of protection or compensa- 
tion "similar" to the tariff.

AUSTIN, April 11.—(#}—new 
record for mass legislation' has 
been set by the Texas house of 
representatives.

Houston to repeal obsolete stat- 
utes. 
"It would save a lot of time 


if we papssed all these at one 
time," Stevenson observed and his 
idea took ready hold. < By one of 
the house suspended the constitu- 
tional rule on all the bills and 
by another .vote sent them merri- 
ly on their way to the senate. 


A short time later the house 
took similar short cut on six 
bills proposing a new set of game 
laws for several counties. 
The 
constitutionality of

procedure likely will not be ques- 
tioned because the house journal, 
accepted as the final word, will 
show, they were passed in the 
customary order.;.
